Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment filed 5/6/2008 failed to place the 
application into a state of allowance. While the applicant took the examiner's indication of objected matter and amended claim 1 with the 
additional claim 5 language, the applicant failed to place independent claims 14 & 16 into a condition for allowance by amending them with 
claim 5 subject matter. These claims, for one reason, fail to recite the additional claim language indicating that the third signal would be 
used to cancel or at least reduce signal distortions that occur due to time-variations of the receiving channel. As these amendments do in 
fact raise new issues the amendment can not be entered. 
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
